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Richard  Taylor/EPS  Awards  Given 

at  London  1980 


Through  the  generosity  of  its  member  Richard  Taylor  of  Mansfield,  Ohio,  The 
Essay-Proof  Society  is  now  initiating  a new  award  to  be  given  at  international  and 
important  national  philatelic  exhibitions  to  encourage  the  entry  of  essay-proof  material 
in  such  competitions.  Mr.  Taylor  has  allowed  the  Society  considerable  discretion  in 
selecting  the  exhibitions  and  setting  the  criteria.  For  the  London  1980  International, 
three  medals  were  awarded  on  the  recommendation  of  the  EPS  members  who  analyzed 
the  exhibits  for  excellence.  The  three  exhibitors  also  achieved  gold-medal  status.  They 
are : 

Lynne  S.  Warm,  for  excellence  in  integrating  essays  and  proofs  into  a U.  S.  stamp 
display  of  the  “First  Bureau  Issues.” 

Alain  de  Cadenet,  for  excellence  in  creating  an  exhibit  consisting  entirely  of  essays, 
proofs  and  pre-issue  material  of  the  Great  Britian  George  V issues. 

Marcel  Stanley,  for  excellence  in  creating  an  exhibit  consisting  entirely  of  essays, 
proofs  and  specimens  of  19th  century  New  Zealand  issues. 

M rs.  Warm  is  widely  known  for  her  work  on  the  U.S.  1894-98  series.  Mr.  Stanley 
showed  portions  of  his  New  Zealand  exhibit  earlier  this  year  at  a Collectors  Club 
meeting.  And  Mr.  de  Cadenet  is  acclaimed  not  only  for  his  studies  of  the  Georgians 
but  for  his  career  as  an  international  racing  car  driver. 

The  Taylor/EPS  medal  was  designed  by  our  artist-member  Irv  Yollis  and  produced 
by  the  Medallic  Art  Company. 

A committee  is  now  working  on  a schedule  of  future  events  at  which  the  award 
will  be  made  available  as  well  as  guidelines  for  prospective  competitors.  Inquiries  should 
be  directed  to  David  McGuire,  R.D.  ■**4)  Colonial  Dr.,  Katonah,  NY  10536.

Proof  Control  Numbers  and  What 

They  Tell  Us 

By  LYNNE  S.  WARM 
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PROLOGUE 

For  a brief  time  in  i974-75>  I 

the  privilege  of  serving  as  curator  of 
a reference  collection  of  U.  S.  essays 
and  proofs  owned  by  a large  commercial 
philatelic  concern.  The  collection  was  so 
vast  that  I was  ready  to  make  a career  of 
researching  it,  but  unfortunately  the  com- 
pany suddenly  decided  to  sell  it  while  I 
was  still  working  on  the  Trans-Mississippi 
issue.  The  decision  to  sell  was  swift  and 
immediate,  leaving  me  little  time  to  make 
the  copious  notes  we  all  would  have  en- 
joyed. The  best  I could  do  was  to  photo- 
copy most  of  the  eleven  albums  of  fantastic 
material.  (For  those  who  are  interested  in 
such  things,  the  copies  alone  weigh  over 
ten  pounds.) 

The  copies  have  gone  back  and  forth 
to  England  with  me  several  times,  as  I 
hopefully  sought  time  to  refine  and  publish 
my  notes.  The  collection,  or  most  of  it, 
was  dispersed  at  auction  on  June  28,  1977, 
by  the  Daniel  F.  Kelleher  Company  of 
Boston. 

Of  special  interest  to  me  was  the  fact 
that  many  of  the  large  die  proofs  in  the 
collection  had  blue  control  numbers  on 
either  the  front  or  back.  Also,  many  had 
what  is  an  almost  familiar  “C”  shaped 
punch  defacing  them.  Early  in  January 
1975)  I went  to  Washington  for  a few 
days  to  see  if  I could  gather  further  in- 
formation on  the  proofs  by  using  these  two 
facts  as  openers. 

By  previous  arrangement,  I was  allowed 
into  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Print- 


ing offices,  where  Ms.  Mary  Workman, 
who  was  then  supervising  in  the  area 
where  proofs  and  records  were  main- 
tained, gave  me  as  much  freedom  as  she 
possibly  could.  She  showed  me  the  dusty 
old  record  books  and  said  I might  look  at 
them  if  I wished,  though  in  all  her  years 
there — and  she  was  close  to  retirement — 
no  one  had  ever  asked  such  a favor! 

Oh,  what  a feast  she  presented  to  me. 
And  what  a dilemma!  Where  to  start? 
I had  made  a list  of  all  the  control  num- 
bers on  the  proofs  in  the  reference  col- 
lection, so  locked  into  a storage  room  with 
an  assistant  and  drawers  and  drawers  of 
proofs  that  I was  not  allowed  to  see,  I 
went  to  work.  (Visitors  are  not  allowed 
anywhere  alone  in  the  Bureau.) 

Previously,  while  working  on  the  Trans- 
Mississippi  part  of  the  collection,  I had 
shown  the  late  Frank  Bruns  some  of  the 
large  die  proofs  on  wove  paper  with  BEP 
control  numbers  on  the  face  of  them. 
Frank  felt  that  these  were  final  “check 
proofs”  pulled  prior  to  the  regular  die 
proofs.  However,  upon  setting  to  work  at 
the  Bureau,  the  first  bit  of  information  I 
discovered  was  that  these  proofs  tvere  not 
what  they  seemed  to  be  and  most  certainly 
not  what  any  of  us  had  thought  them  to 
be. 

The  first  control  number  I looked  up 
was  361077.  It  appeared  on  the  face  of 
a large  die  proof  on  Avove  paper  of  the 
$2  Trans-Mississippi.  But  according  to  the 
Bureau  records  this  proof  had  been  pulled 
12  Feb.  1934  from  die  ^277 — a sort  of 
“posthumous  die  proof”. 
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1 his  promised  to  be  interesting.  James 
A.  Farley  was  Postmaster  General  of  the 
United  States  from  4 March  1933  to  ii 
September  1940.  Since  his  philatelic  in- 
volvement in  the  so-called  “Farley’s  Fol- 
ies”  imperforate  printings  is  so  well 
known,  it  is  only  natural  to  wonder 
whetb.er  he  was  also  involved  in  favor 
proof  production.  Due  to  the  present  in- 
complete status  of  my  research,  I am  not 
prepared  to  reach  a definitive  conclusion. 
Perhaps  research  in  the  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  library  at  Hyde  Park  as  to  the 


timing  of  the  President’s  proof  acquisi- 
tions could  yield  an  answer. 

I made  a quick  run-down  of  the  Bu- 
reau’s books  to  check  at  random  a few 
other  control  numbers  on  large  die  proofs 
and  immediately  became  convinced  that 
there  was  much  more  to  the  scenario  than 
had  been  published  in  the  last  forty  years. 

THE  RECORD-KEEPING 

The  information  in  the  books  appeared 
under  a straight  line  heading  in  this  ap- 
proximate form:

During  lunch  with  Ms.  Workman  in 
the  Bureau  employees’  cafeteria,  I queried 
her  about  these  headings.  She  assured  me 
that  if  a date  appeared  under  the  sub- 
head “Date”,  the  proof  listed  had  been 
destroyed.  I knew  that  I had  more  detec- 
tive work  to  do,  for  ALL  the  control 
numbered  proofs  I had  already  checked 
were  listed  wuth  dates  under  that  heading. 
Obviously,  they  had  not  been  destroyed. 

Later  I found  the  word  “Destroyed” 
rubber-stamped  over  that  date  on  some 
of  the  proof  listings  in  the  records.  None 


of  those  so  marked  were  in  the  reference 
collection  under  my  care.  Also,  no  proofs 
marked  “W”  for  “Waste”  in  the  books 
were  in  that  collection.  I have  deduced, 
but  not  conclusively,  that  a date  only  under 
that  heading  did  not  necessarily  mean  the 
proof  was  actually  physically  destroyed, 
only  disposed  of  in  some  other  manner. 

All  of  the  proofs  in  the  reference  collec- 
tion were  described  in  the  Bureau  record 
books  as  “Modeling”  or  “Stock.”  Many 
of  these,  especially  the  more  recent  ones 
(those  pulled  in  the  1950s),  were  listed 
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with  an  engraver’s  name  along  with  the 
word  “Stock”. 

All  of  the  proofs  in  the  reference  col- 
lection that  were  defaced  with  a C-shaped 
punch  were  carried  on  the  Bureau’s  books 
with  an  engraver’s  name  and  the  word 
“Stock”  under  the  description  heading.  In 
most  cases,  the  small,  punched-out  segment 
has  been  taped  back  into  the  hole.  Ac- 
cording to  George  Brett,  these  proofs  were 
given  to  the  engravers  who  managed  to 
save  the  punched-out  pieces  so  they  could 
repair  “their”  proofs. 

According  to  persons  at  the  Bureau,  vi- 
gnette and  letter  engravers  were  given  one 
final  proof  of  each  stamp  on  which  they 
worked.  These  were  not  to  be  sold.  But 
as  some  of  the  engravers  died,  their 
families  disposed  of  their  estates,  and  the 
proofs  came  on  the  market.  When  that 
first  happened,  the  proofs  were  confiscated 
by  the  Treasury  Department  and  returned 
to  the  Bureau.  Happily  for  us,  that  pro- 
cedure has  been  discontinued. 

I was  told  that  the  practice  of  giving 
proofs  to  engravers  stopped  around  1957- 
58.  That  tallies  with  the  contents  of  the 
reference  collection,  which  ended  with 
•Scott  ^1090,  the  Steel  Industry  com- 
memorative, pulled  April  26,  1957. 

As  you  must  know,  every  piece  of  paper 
used  at  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and 
Printing  has  to  be  accounted  for.  Each 
piece  is  given  a number  and  that  number 
has  to  be  recorded  somewhere.  In  the 
case  of  paper  used  in  the  proving  room, 
it  is  entered  in  the  proof  impression  book. 
The  numbers  are  entered  in  rotation,  but 
proofs  are  not  always  pulled  in  that  same 
numerical  sequence.  Therefore,  although 
the  impression  numbers  are  in  sequence, 
dates  are  not. 

Because  of  this,  it  is  almost  impossible 
to  look  up  a proof  in  the  record  books  un- 
less you  have  the  impression  number,  for 
the  only  information  in  the  books  is  the 
die  number  and  face  value  of  what  was 
pulled.  There  is  nothing  to  tell  you  if  the 
proof  pulled  was  for  a stamp,  or  revenue 
paper,  or  paper  money.  For  all  we  know 
at  the  present  time,  some  of  the  proofs 


could  have  been  for  etchings,  presidential 
invitations  or  what-have-you. 

Many  of  the  proofs  in  the  reference  col- 
lection, as  well  as  quite  a few  others  cur- 
rently on  the  market,  no  longer  bear  their 
control  numbers.  On  large  die  proofs  the 
number  was  commonly  placed  on  an  out- 
side back  edge.  When  the  proof  was 
trimmed  down  to  fit  a collector’s  album 
or  to  clean  up  tatty  edges,  the  number 
was  often  removed. 

The  large  white  wove  paper  die  proofs 
with  the  large  control  numbers  on  the 
front  were  probably  unattractive  to  some 
people,  too,  so  they  were  trimmed  down. 
That  means  we  have  lost  our  check  point 
on  many  of  our  proofs,  but  we  still  have 
enough  intact  numbers  to  allow  us  to 
guess  at  the  dates  some  of  the  proofs  were 
pulled.  Perhaps  closer  study  of  the  types 
of  paper  and  the  ink  colors  used  in  the 
early,  or  original,  proofs,  as  opposed  to 
those  we  have  found  were  printed  after 
I933>  will  yield  some  differences  that  will 
help  us  identify  the  originals  and  these 
hitherto  unknown  printings  (Farley’s?). 

Unfortunately,  I was  playing  “beat 
tbe  clock”  to  finish  looking  up  the  refer- 
ence collection  proof  numbers  and  did  not 
have  time  to  do  any  checking  of  proofs  in 
my  personal  collection  or  to  make  all  the 
notes  I w^ould  have  liked.  What  follows 
is  the  information  I did  get  in  the  time 
allotted.  It  is  just  a beginning,  and  I hope 
others  will  be  able  to  spend  the  necessary 
time  and  energy  to  get  us  much  more 
information  about  these  shadowy  cate- 
gories of  U.  S.  die  proofs.  Remember,  the 
Bureau  records  are  not  secret,  just  un- 
researched.

The  control  number  had  been  cut  off  the  50c  proof  and  I could  not  locate  it  in  the  Bureau’s 
books,  but  it  does  exist. 

Not  in  the  reference  collection,  hut  listed  in  the  Bureau’s  books  were  many  other  interest- 
ing numbers  and  dates  on  the  T-M’s.  Numbers  361044-361079  were  entered  as  pulled 
12  February  34  and  destroyed  13  February  34.  Numbers  361080-361099  were  listed  as 
pulled  13  February  1934  and  destroyed  8 March  1934.  The  quantities  broke  down  thus:

For  the  record  and/or  to  add  to  the  confusion,  I later  discovered  there  were  five  large 
die  proofs  of  the  Pan-Pacifics  in  the  reference  collection  with  control  numbers  on  the 
hacks.  They  were:  ic,  impression  ^330132;  2c,  impression  ^330265;  5c,  impression  *330277; 
IOC,  impression  *330254;  AND  another  loc  orange,  impression  585528  signed,  “Approved 
April  1913,  A.S.  Burleson,  Postmaster  General.”  (PMG  5 March  1913  - 5 March 
1921.)  I was  not  able  to  look  these  up  in  the  Bureau  books.

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Dissatisfaction  with  National  Bank 
Note  Paper,  circa  1874 

Dr.  Glenn  Jackson  found  this  letter  in  the  National  Archives  dealing  with  banker 
dissatisfaction  with  the  quality  of  paper  used  on  National  Bank  Notes.  The  petition  it- 
self reads: 

“To  his  Excellency 

“The  President  of  the  United  States 

“The  undersigned  respectfully  represent  that  the  paper  now  used  for  the  National 
Bank  Notes  is  of  such  inferior  quality  as  to  cause  great  inconvenience  to  the  Banks  and 
serious  complaints  from  the  community.  And  they  do  respectfully  request  that  all  future 
issues  of  National  Bank  Currency  may  he  printed  on  the  same  paper  as  that  used  by 
the  Treasury  Department  for  the  Legal  Tender  Notes,  the  superiority  of  which  has  been 
so  satisfactorily  tested.” 
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Among  the  banks  represented  were  the  Philadelphia  National  Bank  and  the  Bank 
of  North  America.  It  would  appear  that  all  the  banks  were  in  the  Philadelphia  area  or 
in  Pennsylvania  at  least.

A Prince  Albert  Die  Proof  of  1868

The  Essay-Proof  Journal  No.  96  (1967)  contained  the  article  “British  American 
Bank  Note  Co.  Ltd. — Century  of  Progress”,  by  Thomas  F.  Morris,  and  in- 
cluded among  the  accompanying  illustrations  were  several  “show  cards”  of  that 
company.  I now  refer  to  the  particular  card  which  appeared  on  page  151. 

Left  and  right  of  the  words  “Engravers  & Printers”  on  this  card,  in  ovals  of  equal 
size  to  the  well-known  “Queen’s  Head”  which  is  reproduced  six  times  near  the  top  of 
the  same  card,  is  a male  portrait  bust. 

Has  this  been  recognized  as  the  portrait  of  Prince  Albert,  consort  of  Queen  Victoria, 
which  has  been  mentioned  by  British  American  Bank  Note  on  another  of  their  cards,  dated 
January  i,  1966?  This  date,  no  doubt,  is  more  recent  than  that  of  the  issue  of  the  card 
which  was  previously  illustrated  and  which,  although  not  dated,  was  probably  Victorian.

The  British  American  Bank  Note  “Centennial  Stamp:’’ 
affixed  to  a souvenir  folder  distributed  by  the  company. 


When  issuing  the  card  in  1966,  a “Centennial  Stamp”  was  designed,  engraved,  printed 
and  perforated,  and  being  gummed,  it  was  attached  to  the  card,  as  illustrated  here, 
d'here  were  separate  printings  of  this  stamp  in  blue,  red,  and  green. 

As  mentioned  in  the  text  on  this  card,  the  heads  of  the  two  Queens  were  engraved 

by  George  A.  Gundersen,  that  of  Victoria  being  his  version  from  the  original  of  1868 
by  Alfred  Jones. 

The  letterhead  of  1870  is  also  mentioned  as  bearing  the  Alfred  Jones  head  of  Victoria. 
In  fact,  the  whole  letter  of  January  i,  1870  was  engraved — heading,  vignette,  text  and 
signatures,  and  a very  fine  impression  from  this  plate  was  included  in  “Ninety  Years  of 

Security  Printing”,  being  the  story  of  British  American  Bank  Note  produced  and  issued  by 

the  Company  in  1956.

But  it  is  the  “companion  engraving”  of  Prince  Albert  which  is  of  present  interest, 
causing  this  article  to  be  written. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  BABNCo.,  I am  able  to  illustrate  this  die  in  an  enlarged 
photograph  which  I have  made  from  an  original  proof,  showing  what  a fine  engraving 
it  is.

New  Zealand  Designer  ILooks  for  Simplest  Solutions 

Don  Hatcher,  an  Auckland,  New  Zealand  graphic  designer,  believes  that  when  it 
comes  to  stamp  design,  simplicity  is  an  essential  ingredient.  Hatcher  designed  or  provided 
graphics  for  a dozen  of  his  country’s  issues  in  the  decade  1970-80.  Many  have  been 
scenic  stamps,  incorporating  photographs.  Of  these,  he  says  the  issue  that  gave  him 
the  most  satisfaction  was  the  1973  mountain  set.  The  photographs  used  had  a bold 
simplicity  which  made  them  ideal  in  the  context  of  stamp  design. 

“The  great  difficulty  with  photographs  for  pictorial  stamps  is  that  they  generally 
have  too  many  colors,  too  much  detail”,  Hatcher  says,  “The  mountain  photographs  were 
simple,  almost  monochrome.” 

Another  issue  he  particularly  enjoyed  working  on  was  the  1974  New  Zealand  Day 
issue.  For  this  five-stamp  set  he  collaborated  with  the  Wellington  designer  Alan  Mitchell, 
setting  the  style  with  his  illustration  of  the  buildings  on  the  upper  two  stamps,  and  the 
layout  and  graphics  for  the  Queen  stamp. 

Hatcher  was  one  of  the  two  designers  of  the  six-stamp  1980  commemorative  issue, 
although  this  time  not  working  in  collaboration.  He  designed  the  three  125th  anniversary 
stamps,  as  well  as  the  miniature  sheet.  The  challenge  in  designing  this  particular  issue 
lay  in  maintaining  a clear  simple  overall  design,  which  functioned  well  in  declaring  the 
stamp  denomination,  the  anniversary  message  and  the  country,  without  becoming  distracted 
by  the  elaborate  detail  of  the  1855  stamp. 

To  do  this  Hatcher  offset  the  historical  stamp  image  with  a comparatively  large 
empty  space.  The  effect  is  that  the  eye  can  take  in  the  various  pieces  of  information  on 
the  stamp  in  a logical  order. 

In  Hatcher’s  words,  an  Important  part  of  stamp  design  is  “making  words  and  pic- 
tures work  together  without  fighting  each  other.”

A Political  Cartoon  Bank  Note 
and  the  5^20  Bond

Financing  the  Civil  War  was  a herculean  task  for  the  North.  President  Lincoln’s 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  Salmon  Portland  Chase,  was  equal  to  the  undertaking. 
He  originated  our  monetary  system  (paper  money)  and  our  banking  system,  while 
his  Treasury  Department  was  the  first  to  hire  women  employees. 

His  portrait  appears  on  the  face  of  the  one  dollar  Legal  Tender  notes  of  1862.  The 
original  plan  was  to  use  Alexander  Hamilton’s  portrait  on  the  ones  because  he  was  the 
first  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  Mr.  Chase’s  visage  was  to  have  been  on  the  twos.  Joseph 
P.  Ourdan  engraved  both  portraits  while  working  for  the  Hamilton  Bank  Note  Company. 
S.  P.  Clark,  chief  of  the  first  Currency  Bureau  (whom  I call  the  father  of  our  Cur- 
rency), decided  Mr.  Chase  would  get  more  exposure  on  the  ones,  so  the  change  was  made. 
T he  goal  was  to  acquaint  the  masses  with  Secretary  Chase  and  gain  their  confidence  and 
trust  in  his  programs,  namely  paper  money,  bonds  and  a new  banking  system. 

Of  course,  there  were  many  skeptics;  some  people  had  lost  money  with  broken  bank 
notes;  and  there  had  been  very  few  previous  issues  of  government  bonds.  The  last  con- 
flict to  be  financed  with  bonds  was  the  ^Mexican  War  about  14  years  earlier,  and  it  was 
a proverbial  drop  in  the  bucket  compared  to  financing  the  Civil  War. 

One  way  the  skepticism  and  distrust  surfaced  was  in  the  issuance  of  political  m()ney 
in  the  form  of  both  paper  and  coins.  In  this  instance  the  target  was  twofold  the  (ireen-

backs  and  the  5-20  bondholders.  The  5-20  bonds  were  so  named  because  they  carried  an 
option  of  redemption  in  five  years  (1867)  and  maturity  in  20  years  (1882).  None  of  the 
vignettes  on  the  $50  bonds  were  used  on  U.  S.  currency,  incidentally. 

The  $50  bond  w'as  described  in  the  American  Bond  Detector  as  follows: 

“Fifty  Dollar  Five-twenty  Bond,  Old  issue.  Third  Series. 

“The  plates  of  the  $50  coupon  bonds  of  this  series  were  engraved  by  the  Continental 
Bank  Note  Company,  and  printed  at  the  Treasury  Department.  Of  this  bond  there  were 
twenty  plates  engraved,  each  bearing  a check  letter  from  A to  U.  Ten  of  these  plates 
were  subsequently  altered  from  the  3rd  to  4th  series,  and  from  the  check  letter  L to  U. 
The  center  vignette  was  an  eagle,  but  after  changing  from  3rd  to  4th  series,  the  eagle 
was  erased  and  the  vignette  of  Abraham  Lincoln  substituted.  The  reverse  of  this  series 
was  printed  from  electrotype  plates,  surface  printing.”

TRACT”

The  late  L.  J.  Horovitz  of  Sunnyvale,  California,  a dealer  who  specialized  in  Latin- 
American  philately,  sold  a lot  of  five  photographs  of  proposed  designs  for  Colombia  Nos. 
623-24  and  C256-7  and  C262  of  1954  to  a client  in  the  early  1970s.  Along  with  the  lot  was 
the  following  letter  from  the  source  in  Bogota  (whose  name  was  removed  from  the 
letterhead  and  whose  signature  is  undecipherable)  : 

March  2nd, 


Dear  Mr.  Horovitz: 

I wonder  if  the  enclosed  “proofs”  would  be  of  any  interest  to  you.  There  is  a story  behind  them. 

Back  in  1954  when  623-24,  C256-7  and  C262  were  issued,  1 was  the  representative  of  Courvoisier, 
the  Swiss  printers.  They  designed  the  enclosed  “proofs”  and  sent  n:e  two  sets.  One  lot  I submitted 
to  the  Ministry.  The  other  (this  one)  I kept. 

I didn’t  get  the  order.  But  how  strange  that  the  successful  outfit  should  have  produced  almost 
identical  designs ! 

Back  in  those  days  I was  successful  in  getting  four  orders  for  Cour\oisier,  Nos.  589-391,  No.  609, 
No.  621,  and  638-C273.  I gave  up  the  agency  when  De  La  Rue  opened  a branch  here  in  Bogota,  since 
when,  being  well  connected,  they  ha\e  wolfed  nearly  all  the  orders  for  new'  issues.

The  Edgar  Mohrmann  (Hamburg)  auction  sale  of  Oct.  17,  1979  contained  an  exten- 
sive section  of  221  lots  of  essays  and  proofs  of  stamps  issued  during  Hitler’s  Third 
Reich.  These  were  illustrated  in  considerable  detail.  Queries  to  the  Germany  Philatelic 
Society  about  the  nature  and  legitimacy  of  this  material  met  wfith  indifference  nobody 
collects  this  stuff”.  Nevertheless,  the  catalog  of  this  section  of  the  sale  remains  in  the 
EPJ  editorial  files  awaiting  someone  who  can  analyze  the  lots  competently  and  assess 
their  relative  significance.

Stone,  w’ho  was  seventy,  did  the  memorials  to  Winston 
Churchill  and  T.  S.  Eliot  in  Westminster  Abbey  and  the  Benjamin  Britten  memorial  at 
Aldeburgh.  His  other  work  included  the  designs  for  contemporary  five  and  ten  pound 
banknotes.  He  is  also  known  to  stamp  collectors  for  such  Great  Britain  designs  as  the 
3d.  Victory  of  1946,  the  3^-  Commonwealth  Games  of  1958,  the  3d- 
Office  of  i960,  the  6d.  and  is.6d.  CEPT  Conference  of  the  same  year  and  the  6d  1 ans 
Postal  Conference  of  1963.  An  Etonian  and  graduate  of  Magdalene  College,  Cambridge, 
he  was  for  a short  time  with  Eric  Gill,  the  typographer  and  designer,  ant  su  sequen  \ 
became  a free  lance  designer  and  specialist  in  engraved  calligraphy  and  lettering 
slate  and  glass.
